1—(7)}—Two bad heps and several 
close calls; much blind flying and a 
‘diet of black bread and water st 
out in the memory of Wiley Post and 
' Harold Gatty as they told briefly to-

| ture. 
| “Blind flying was the worst experi- 
‘ence. We had about four hours of 
it,” Navigator Gatty said when re 
porters finally cornered him in a han- 
gar, while a cordon of policemen onut- 
side held back a clamoring throng.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, N. Y., July 
1.—(?)}—Cutting the rownd-the-world 
record from almost 22 days to little 
more than a week, Wiley Post and 
Harold Gatty landed at dusk tonight 
on this field they left at dawn on an 
earth-girdling race against time less 
than nine days ago. 

The welcome accorded them was s0 
boisterous that the fliers fled the field. 


In near riotous scenes, police struggled 
to preserve order, and fists were 
swung in angry altercations which 
threatened to develop into a serious 
disturbance. 

It was dusk before Post and Gatty 
arrived. The western sky was paint- 
ed in rich pinks as the big white plane 
came like a giant arrow out of the 
sunset. At 7:44 p. m., eastern stand- 
ard time, the fliers first were sighted. 
Three minutes and a half later, after 
thrice circling the field with their 
wing lights glowing against the pur- 
ple eastern sky, they set the plane 
lightly down half a mile from the ad- 
ministration buildin : 

Elapsed time of the 16,000-mile 
flight around the world, a flight which 
famous aviators tonight called the 
greatest achievement in the history of 
aviation, was just ba days, 15 hours 
and 51 minutes. ef a fae world- 
girdling record, established by the Ger- 
man dirigible Graf Zeppelin two years 
ago, was almost 22 days. Post and 
Gatty, although they took almost nine 
days -to get around the world, only 
spent four days, 10 hours and eight 
minutes of this time in the air. 

Thousands See Arrival. 

Up to the time the fliers arrived the 
crowd bad seemed small compared to 
the one that rushed four years ago to 
cheer Lindbergh and Chamberlain and 
Byrd on every possible occasion. But 
besides the approximately 2,000 who 
stood in apparent docility within 
police lines by the administration 
building, hundreds of others were scat- 
tered among the hangars and along all 
sides of the field. 

When the round-the-world plane 
Winnie Mae’ touched the turf, the 
crowd broke into motion, yelling and 
whooping. Then it was realized there 
were many more than had been esti- 
mated. The 150 policemen on duty 
were powerless before the several thou- 
sand enthusiastic witnesses of the com- 
pletion of aviation’s latest achieve- 
ment, 

As Post and Gatty climbed from 
their plane the mob surged forward, 
and despite all efforts of police with 
night sticks, plunged out onto the 
field. For a moment the fliers found

‘The census bureau has had to stow 
down its population estimating clock. 

It announced today that the popula- 
tion of the country is now increasing 
only 1 every 36 seconds as compared 
with 1 every 23 seconds a few years 
hack. The clock. is beinb adjusted 
accordingly. 7 

While heretofore there was one 
hirth every 13 seconds, a death every 
23 seconds, an immigrant arrival 
every 11-2 minutes and an emigrant 
departure every 51-2 minutes, records 
for 1930 and the first three months 
of 1931 showed. a marked slowing 
down in all factors figuring in the 
computation. 

The new computation is based on 
ene birth every 14 seconds, a death 
every 22 seconds, an immigrant ar- 
rival every 12 minutes and an emi- 
grant departure every 7 minutes. 

The net result is a slowing down of 
population growth equivalent to a dif- 
ference between an annual increase 
of 1.2 per cent as indicated by the 
former computations and an annual 
increase of .7 per cent as indicated 
by the more revised data. 

The revised figtites placed the to- 
tal population of the United States 
today (July 1) at 124.060,651. For. 
mer computations would have set the 
figure at 124,833,818.

Lieutenant-Governor Bill. 

Bills authorizing election of a lieu- 
tenant governor who would preside 
over the senate, providing for a con- 
stitutional convention, and allowing 
the general assembly to classifly in- 
tangible property, featured the nine 
measures introduced Wednesday in 
the senate, | 

The constitutional convention would 
be attended by 120 delegates equally 
distributed among the 12 congressional 
districts, and the convention would 
meet on January 4, 1932. The bill 
was introduced by Senator C. H. 
Neisler, of the 23rd. 

The bill providing for classifica- 
tion of intangibles was introduced by 
Senators McWhorter, 50th, and 
Moore, 47th. It would allow a tax 
of five mills on intangibles, including 
notes, stocks, bonds, money and other 
personal property of a stmilar nature. 
It would also give the state the right 
to tax banks, trust companies, na- 
tional banks and forest lands, 

Election Biennially. 

The bill creating the office of lieu- 
tenant governor was introduced by 
President W. Cecil Neill, of the 24th, 
and others, The election would be 
held every two years. The president 
of the senate, who becomes «governor 
in the event that office is vacated, at 
present is elected by the senate from 
among its membership. 

The senate adopted a-resolution de- 
claring Mrs, Dosia Head Brooks, of 
Forsyth, to be a “distinguished citi- 
zen of Georgia.” Mrs. Brooks was 
regent of Piedmont Continental Chap- 
ter of Atlanta, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, in 1914, and 
sponsored a state law protecting the 
American flag from dishonor and 
desecration, She led. a movement to 
place the flag in all publie schools of 
the state, and presented to the state 
a handsome oil painting of Nancy 
Hart, heroine of the Revolution, 
which now hangs in the state capitol.

The answer of Minister of the In- 
terior Severing, of Prussia, to the 
communist challenge— which was 
sharpened by the killing of a police 
sergeant last night in a red riot— 
was to order police henceforth not to 
wait to be shot but to shoot down any 
demonstration taking on the character 
of “an attack on the state.” 

Severing’s order came after secret 
and political police under the protec- 
tion of uniformed policé had raided 
communist offices throughout the city. 

The police found evidence indicating 
that last night’s riot was one of a 
series planned in connection with the. 
international communist spartakiade 
(athletic meet) which was to culmi- 
nate July 4 in a gigantic demonstra- 
tion “against the Bruening govern- 
ment and fascism.” 

The spartakiade was forthwith out- 
lawed and all its organizing commit- 
tees ordered disbanded. 

The national socialists, besides en- 
gaging in their customary clashes with 
communists, have been unusually ac- 
tive in the universities this week. 

Two German universities had to 
be closed temporarily and the authori- 
ties of several others were forced toa 
appeal to the police to quell clashes 
between nazi (antional socialists) and 
communist students, Also there- were 
nazi demonstrations against Jewish or 
pacifist professors. 


The demonstrations against profes- 
sors reached a climax with the hurl- 
ing of a cluster of powdér-loaded tear 
bombs into a student audience at Kiel 
today during a speech by Professor 
Walter Schuecking, a judge of the 
world court and a conSistent pacifist. 

As a result of these demonstrations

The classification is based on the an- 
swers given to the enumerator in re- 
sponse to the question “Whether able 
to read or write.” No specific test 
of the ability of the persons interro- 
gated to read or write was prescribed. 
but the enumerators were instructed 
not to return a person as literate sim- 
ply because he or she was able to 
write his or her name. 

The percentage of illiteracy in the 
several states ranged from a minimum 
of less than 1 per cent in Iowa to 
14.9 per cent in South Carolina. There 
was a decrease in every state and the 
number in the country at large fell 
off from 6 per cent in 1920 to 4.3 last

DEPLORED IN REPORT 


American Economic Philoso- 
phy on Wages Given In- 
direct Approval. 


LONDON, July 1.—(#)—An indict- 
ment of labor conditions in India and 
indirect approval of western and par- 
ticularly American economic philos- 
ophy regarding wages were contained 
in a report of the royal commission, 
tonight handed<« the house of 
commons the’ conclusions of its two 
years’ study.

Compiled at a cost of approxisiatels - 
72,000 pounds (about $395,000), the 
report embodies the ideas of several 
hundred witnesses heard by the ¢com- 
mission, which was headed by Jolin 
Henry Whitley, former speaker of tire 
house of commons. The study was 
authorized July 4, 1929. Various 
groups of Indian industrial life were 


represented on the commission. The 
report was signed unanimously. 

The commission declared that . the 
major reason for the inefficiency of 
Indian workers was stark poverty. 

Limitation of hours, elimination of 
child labor and the general improve 
ment of living conditions form the 
high spots of recommendations in the 
report. 

“Hardships and the conditions of 
workers result mainly from the in- 
ability to afford something better.” 
the report said. “Thus poverty leads 
to bad conditions, bad conditions and 
inefficiency to poverty. There must 
be an endeavor to enhance the effi- 
ciency, to heighten earnings and to im- 
prove conditions of life.” 

The report touched on _ railways, 
factories, mines, textile mills and agri- 
culture. It showed that wages in 
some industries were as low as 37 
cents a day for adults. In the ciga- 
ret-making business small children from 
6 to 10 years old worked for 4 cents 
a day, sometimes for as much as 12 
to 14 hours daily, with little or no 
rest periods in a seven-day week. 

The same situation was found to 
be true in the mines and wool indus- 
try where youngsters were employed 
for long hours. 

The wages of skilled craftsmen 
such as carpenters, ranged from $12 
to $15 monthly, unskilled workers 
from $4 to $6. 

The reprt took the view that prohi- 
bition or restriction in the sale of 
intoxieating liquors would be good for 
India, raising efficiency and assisting 
workmen to get out of debt. 

Housing conditions were called “de- 
plorable and wretched” and were 
blamed for the high infant death rate 
which approximates 250 per 1,000.
